W«iunOTOR, March 7.—Ex-Senator Soon- 


oer, of Alabama, now a resident of Nevada, 
was examined to-day concerning tlie st«r 
route Investigation: "Early In January, '81," 
he said, "I went from Nevada to New York 
ou business. One day while walking on 
Broadway I met James and bo asked me to 
accompany him to bis office. When at bis 
office be told me he wanted to get Into Gar 
Hold's cabinet and asked me to aid him. I 
af&nards did render what aid I could, 
When he had been appointed postmaster gen- 
eral I said to him that be bad an opportunity 
lew men bad In tbelr life to make a great rep 
utation, ire asked bow. I replied that be 
could luake Hid pualufflCo J6|*ailul6ut Mjlf- 
sustalning the first year and la another j ear 
could reduce the postage to two cents. 'How?' 
he «aln asked. 'By breaking up the slur route 
ring,' I replied. I took a pledge from Iilm 
that what 1 said, should be strictly confidential. 
Several men connected with .the ring lived 
In the ft&t and were almost neighbors of 
mine, anil desired that my name should cot 
go to the public u an fnfoimer. 
Afte>«ards 


I went to General CarGeld. He gave we the 
same assurance that my Information should be 
kept quiet. It was at uiy suggestion then 
tuat Woodward was selected to take Keneril 
charge of Uie investigation. One day while 
In the postoBlce department Tj-uer Insisted 
that Woodward, should not be appointed. I 
tbeu laid I thought Woodward was the best 
m»n to hike hold of the matter. Ho was ap- 
pointed lor making the entire Investigation la 
Hie winter of'81. I remained la New York 
>nd used to meet A. M. Gibson. Ha told me 
what he knew, anil afterwards showed me a 
table of the 93 route* which be had prepared.

Calling to aid two nien who were looking on 
with considerable labir we at length man- 
aged to remove It arid tho opening of the well 
was clear. It is Impossible to describe our 
feelings as we gazed, down tlie open well ami 
sat o'n that ledge on .which, doubtless th« 
Saviour rested, ami felt witli our lingers tlie 
grooves In the stone caused by ropes by which 
tho water pots were drawn up.
